N obody is worrying over Knute 
Nelson’s tariff record, except our 
democratic friends and a few, very 
few, would-be republican bosses.

Nelson’s ideas on che tariff are sound, 
and we honor him for his courage in 
voting for the Mills bill. The fact is 
that neither the Mills bill nor the Mc­ 
Kinley law is perfect. 
Either is bet 
ter, however, than the old law or free 
trade. 
Neither is the monstrosity 
which politicians would have both to 
be. 
Here is Mr. Nelson's tariff plat­ 
form as declared by him in congress 
and at Minneapolis: “ While I am in 
favor of a fair and just prottctive 
tariff—a low tariff as I call it—I am 
under all circumstances opposed to a 
tariff that reaches bsyend this point— 
to what I term a high tariff.” And 
this is the republican—not the demo­ 
cratic—idea of the republican doctrine 
of protection. Of course the democrats 
howl, and its enly a howl, a calamity 
shriek as it were, that republican tariff 
means a high or war tariff. Mr. Nel­ 
son 18 r>ght when he declares that a 
tariff beyona what is actoally neces­ 
sary to protect a given Industry, is not 
republicanism. 
In speaking of the 
McKinley law. ho again hits the nail 
on the head, and spikes forsver tbe 
guns of his jealous neighbor: “ I will 
tell you,” he says, “ about the McKin­ 
ley bill. It is a good deal like you and 
I—it is a picture of human frailty. 
You and I aim at perfection, but we 
are unable to reach it, and so with the 
McKinley bill. The men who passed 
it no doubt aimed to make it a perfect 
bill, but the science of government is 
an experimental science. 
Granting 
that the McKinley bill is not as good 
a bill as it ought to be, it is sufficient 
for the republicans to show that it is 
better than the Mills bill or better 
than free trade.” Now, if there 
anything wrong in that kind of tanff 
we fail to see it, and onr calamity 
shriekers are heartily welcome to all 
the comfort they squeeze out of it

Of course the democrats 
howl, and its only a howl, a calamity 
shriek as it were, that republican tariff 
means a high or war tariff.

son *8 right when he declares that a 
tariff beyonu what is actually necea- 
sary to protect a giveil Industry, is not 
republicanism. 
In speaking of the 
McKinley law, ho again hits the nail 
on the head, and spikea foraver the 
guns of his jealous neighbor: “I will 
tell you,” he says, “about the McKin­ 
ley bill. 
It is a good deal like you and 
I—it is a picture of human frailty. 
You and I aim at perfeotion, but we 
are unable to reach it, and so with the 
McKinley bill. 
The men who passed 
it no doubt aimed to make it a perfect 
bill, but the science of government is 
an experimental science. 
Granting 
that the McKinley bill is not as good 
a bill as it ought to be, it is sufficient 
for the republicans to show that it is 
better than the Mills bill or better 
than free trade.”

we fail to see it, and oor calamity 
shriekers are heartily welcome to all 
the comfort they squeeze out of it.

Brussels.

The civil war in Chill, which began in January 
last, was continued, but fortunately with in­ 
frequent and uot im portant armed collisions, 
until August 28, when the congressional forces 
landed near V alparaiso and, after a bloody en­ 
gagement captured th at citv. President Balma- 
ceda a t once recognized th at fiis cause was lost, 
and a provisional government was speedily es­ 
tablished by tbe victorious party. 
Our miuister wa# prom ptiv directed to rec­ 
ognize and put himself in comm unication with 
this government as soon as it should have es 
tablislied its de facto character,which was done. 
THE BALTIMORE ASSAULT. 
On tbe 16th of October an event occurred in 
V alparaiso so serious and tragic ft* its circum­ 
stances and resuits a# to verv justly exoi'e tho 
indignation ot our people and to call for prom pt 
and decided action on the p art of this gov­ 
ernment, A considerable number of tbe saiiors

as eighteen stab wounds. 
An investigation of 
the affair was prom ptly made by a board of 
officers of the 8 " L.more, and 
their report 
show# th a t these assault* were unprovoked, 
th a t our man were conducting themselves iu a 
[■eaceable aud orderly manner, and th a t some 
ol the police of the city took p art in the assault 
and used their weapons with fatal effect, while a 
few others, witn some well disposed citizens, en­ 
deavored to protect our men. Thirty-six of our 
saiior# were arrested, and some of t hem, while 
being tate n to prison, were cruelly beaten and 
m altreated. The fact th a t they were all dis­ 
charged, no criminal charge being lodged against 
anyone of them, show# very cleaily th at they 
were innocent of any breach of the peace. 
8o far as I have yet I teen able to learn no 
other explanation of this bloody w ork bas been 
suggested tbau it had its origin in hostility 
to these meu as sailors in the United States 
uavy, wearing the uniform of their government, 
and not iu any individual act or personal 
anjmo.'ity. The attention of the Ghiliau gov­ 
ernment \* a* at once called to this affair and a 
statem ent of the facts obtained by tlie investi­ 
gation we had conduct * 1 was subm itted, ac­ 
companied by a request to be advised of any 
oth**r or qualifying facts in the possession of 
the Chinan government th a t might tend to re­ 
lieve this affair of the appearance of an insult 
to this government. The Chilian government 
was also advised th a t if such qualifying facts 
did not exist this government w ould confidently 
expect full and prom pt reparation.

T he following is a synopsis of President 
Harrison’s message: 
To tiie Senate and House ol Representatives: 
The reports of the heads oi the several executive 
departm ents, required by law to be subm itted 
to me, which are herewith transm itted, and the 
reports of the secretary of the treasury and the 
attorney general made directly to conures*, fur- 
nish a comprehensive view of the adm inistrative 
work of the last fiscal year relating to internal 
affairs. 
It would be ot great advantage If these 
reports could have an attentive pt-ru-mi by 
every member of congress and by nil who take 
an interest in public affairs. Such a perusal 
could not tail to excite a higher appreciate n ot 
the vast labor and conscientious efforts which 
aie given to the conduct of our civil adm inistra­ 
tion. 
The reports will, I believe, show th a t every 
question has been approached, considered and 
decided fron. the standpoint ol public duty and 
upon considerations affecting the pubMc int *rest 
alone. Again I invite to every branch of the 
service the uttcntion and scrutiny ol congress.

The work of the state departm ent during the 
last year has been characterized by an u:m>ual 
number of im portant negotiations and by dip­ 
lomatic re?u ts of a notable and highly bene- 
fiicial character.

In view of the reports which have been re­ 
ceived as to the diminution ol the 
herds lu 
the Leht iug sea, I deemed it wise to propose to 
her m ajesty’s government, in February last, th at 
an agreement for a close# season should be 
made, i-ending the negotiations for arbitration, 
winch then seemed to be approaching a favora­ 
ble conclusion. After much correspondence, and 
delays for which tins government was not re- 
sjKjiisible, an agreement was reached and signed 
on the I5 th of June, bv which Great Britain un­ 
dertook, from th at date aud tintli May 1. 1892,

in my ia*t annual mer-ags I stated th a t the 
basis of arbitration proposed by l*ei m ajesty's 
government for ttie adjustm ent of tfi- iong- 
I ending controversy as to the seat fisheries was 
not acceptable. 1 am glad to be able to an­ 
nounce th at term s satisfactory to this govern­ 
ment have been agreed upon and tfi.it an agree­ 
ment as to the arb itrato rs is ail th.tt i* neces­ 
sary to the completion of the convention. Ju 
view of the advanced petition which this gov­ 
ernment has taken upon international arb itra­ 
tion, thin renewed expression ol our adherence 
to this method for the settlement oi dispute- 
such as have arisen m the Behring sea will, 1 
doubt not, meet with the concurrence ol con­ 
gress.

O U T B R E A K S i n C H IN A . 


A D e m an d fo r th e l'ro te c tio u o f C iti­ 
zen s o f tlie U n ited S tales. 
The late outbreak against foreigners in various 
parts of the < iimese empire has been a cause of 
deep pain in view of the numerous establish­ 
ments of our citizens in the Interior of th a t 
country. This government can do no ass than 
insist upon a continuance of the protective and 
punitory mensor, a which tlie Chinese govern­ 
ment has heretofore applied. No effort will be 
Omitted to protect our citizens peaceably so­ 
journing in China, but recent unofficial informa­ 
tion Indicates th a t what was a t first regarded 
as an outbreak ol mob violence against for­ 
eigners has as-,tuned tlie larger form of an insur­ 
rection against public order. 
The Chinese government has declined to re­ 
ceive Mr. Biair as tli.- minister of the United 
States on tlie ground th at, as a participant, 
waiie a senator, in tiie euactm ent of tiie exUtiug 
leiasiatiuu against the introduction of Chinese 
laborers, he has become unfriendly and objec­ 
tionable to ( Line*. 
1 have telt constrallied to 
point out to the Unities* government tiie >iuten- 
ablcness of this position, which seems to rest as 
much 011 the unacceptability of our k fiilttlo n 
as on th a t of the jiersoii chosen, and which, if 
adm itted, would practically debar the selection 
of any representative so iong as the existing 
Jaws remain in force. 
You will be called upon to consider the ex- 
pediency of making special provision by law for 
the tem porary admission of some Chinese 
urtisaim and laborers in connection with the ex­ 
hibit of Chinese industries at the approaching 
Columbian exposition. 
I regard it me desirable 
th a t the Chinese exiiibit be facilitated iu every 
proja-r way.

The immi­ 
gration of these people to the United States— 
many ot tier countries being closed to them —is 
largely Increasing, aud is likely to assume pro­ 
portions which may make it dfiieult to find 
homes aud em ploym ent for them bete and to 
seriously affect the labor market.

We could not hope to m aintain an 
equality in the purchasing power of the gold and 
silver dollar in our own m arkets, and iu foreign 
trade the stam p gives no added value to the 
bullion contained in coins. The producers ol 
the country, its farmers and laborers, have the 
highest interest th a t every dollar, pai»‘r or coin, 
issued by the government, shall be as good as 
any other, 
if there is one less valuable than 
another, ltsrsure and constant errand will be to 
pay them lor their toil and for their crops. The 
money lender will protect himself by stipulating 
for paym ent in gold, but the laborer has never 
been able to do th at. To place business upon a 
silver basis would mean a sudden and severe 
contraction of the currency, bv the withdrawal 
of gold and gold notes, and such an unsettling of 
all values as would produce a commercial panic. 
1 cannot believe th at a people so strong and 
prosperous as ours will prom ote such a policy

The lynching a t New Orleans in March last of 
eleven men of Italian nativity by a mob of cit­ 
izens was a m ost deplorable and discreditable 
incident. It did not, however, have its origin 
in anv general anim osity to the Italian people 
nor in any disrespect to the goverum -nt of 
Italy, witn which our relations were ol the 
most friendly character. Tiie fury oi the mob 
was directed against these men as the supposed 
participants or accessories iu tlte m urder of a 
city official. 
1 do not allude to this as mitigatincff'iu* any 
degree this offense against law- and hum anity, 
but only us affecting tlie international questions 
which grew out of it. It was once represented 
by the Italian minister th a t several of those 
whose live* had been taken by the mob were 
Italian subjects, and a demand was made lor 
the punishment of the participants aud for an 
indemnity 
to tiie 
families 
o* those 
who 
were 
killed. It 
is 
to be regretted th a t 
the 
manner 
in 
which 
ttie-e 
claims 
were presented was not such a* to prom ote a 
calm discussion of tbe questions involved, but 
this m ty well be attributed to the excitement 
and indignation which the crime naturally 
evoked. The view* of this government as to it# 
obligations to foreigner# domiciled here were 
fully stated in the correspondence, a# well a* its 
purpose to make an investigation of the affair 
with the view to determine whether there were 
present any circumstances th a t could, under 
such rule# of duty a# we had indicated, create an 
obligation upon the United State*. The tem­ 
porary absence of a minister plenipotentiary of 
Italy at this capitol ha# hindered tlie further 
correspondence, but it is not doubted th a t a 
friendly conclusion is attainable.

The civil war in Chili, which began in January 
last, was continued, but fortunately with in­ 
frequent and not im portant armed collisions, 
until August 28, when tiie congressional forces 
lauded near Valparaiso and, after a bloody en­ 
gagement capture 1 th at citv.

THE BAI.TIMORE ASSAULT. 
On the 16th of October an event occurred in 
Valparaiso so serious and tragic in its circum­ 
stances and results as to very justly exci'e tiie 
indignation ot our people and to cull for prom pt 
and decided action on the part of this gov­ 
ernment. A considerable number of thesanors 
of tbe United States steam ship Baltimore, then 
in

of 
Valparaiso, 
being 
upon shore leave and unarmed, were as­ 
saulted by armed men 
neariy 
simultane­ 
ously in different localities 
in 
the 
city. 
One petty officer was killed outright and seven 
or eialit seamen were seriously wounded, one of 
whom has since died. 
So savage and brutal 
was tiie assault th a t several of our sailors re­ 
ceived more than two and one of them as many 
as eighteen stab wounds. 
Au investigation of 
the affair was prom ptly made by a board of 
officer# of the Baltimore, ami 
their report 
shows th a t these assaults were unprovoked, 
th at our man were conducting themselves in a 
peaceable and orderly manner, and th a t some 
of the police of the city took p a rt in tiie nssault 
and used their weapons with fatal effect, while a 
few otners, witn some well disposed citizens, en­ 
deavored to protect o'jr men. 
Thirty-six of our 
sailor# were arrested, and some of them, while 
being taken to prison, were cruelty beaten and 
m altreated. The fact th a t they were all dis­ 
charged, no criminal charge being lodged against 
anyone of them, •how* very cleat ly th a t they 
were innocent of auv breach of the peace. 
So Tar as I have yet hern able to learn no 
other explanation of this bloody work has been 
suggested tbau it had its or.gm in hostility 
to these meu as sailors in tiie United States 
navy, wearing tlie uniform of tbeir Koveritnn-iit, 
ana not in any individual act or personal 
animo.-ity. The attention of the Chilian gov­ 
ernment v as at once called to this affair and a 
statem ent of the facts ot.tained by the investi­ 
gation we had conduct p i v.a# subm itted, ac­ 
companied by a reque*t to be advised of any 
other or qualifying facts in the possession of 
the Chilian government th a t might tend to re­ 
lieve this affair of the appearance of an insult 
to this government. Tlie Chilian government
